'The thirtieth annual picnic and reunion 


of the Racine County Old. Settlers' so- 
ciety held .atSl.a,usondale..park yesterday 
afternoon,' a full, report-of which ap- 
peared in The Journal last evening, will 
>e recorded .as the largest in the history 
of the organization. 


A conservative estimate at one time in 


the afternoon places the number of peo- 
ple in the park and adjoining from 6,OOC 
u> 10,000, and that in face of the dis- 
agreeable weather and' occasional rain 
during the entire day. 


With a clear and bright day the at- 


tendance would not have fallen short of 
12,000. 
The lowering sky and rainfall 


early in the morning kept hundreds away 
from the interior, but as it was the farm- 
ers, came, from ten.'to fifteen miles away. 


Along toward 5, o'clock in the after- 


noon, .after the. speaking had been fin- 
shed, officer? elected and the benediction 
pronounced, and th« immense throngs 
were strolling'.about nnd greeting each 
other, the heavens loosened and there was 
a regulnr downpoiir of rain. 


Hundreds and -thousands of people 


inatle a rush for slicker and to 'the street 
cars. They waded in the mud on the 
street ankle deep, and.handsome dresses 
were covered with dirt, while expensive 
lats and wraps were soaked. 


It was impossible for the. street railway 


authorities to control the crowd, and 
every man, woman and child had a go- 
aji-vou-plense. to get on 'die cars, and 
they were.overloaded in many nstances, 


but,

Together with this grand rush, for th« 


cars,hundreds of buggies and carriages 
were leaving the. grounds in all directions, 
bicycle.riders by the dozen* were, getting 
away, and 'those not able to get to town 
except on foot were running through the 
mud and min. Fakirs in the .park got 
their wares out.of Hie trny, and the vari- 
ous church.societies packed up and left 
as soon aa possible.

and clothing were ruined the crow3 took 
it good naiturcdiy and admitted they had 
h»d a good time. 


One-of the disagreeable features of the 


affair -was tho noiso made by sideshow 
men and fakirs'while the programme was 
being carried .on. in the afternoon.

WHAT HAS YET TO BE DONE. 
"Even' enumerator is required to fill 


a daily "report card, showing how many 
hours and minutes he has been at work 
nnd how many persons he has enumer- 
ated that day. 
Since there arc approxi- 


mately .53,000 enumerators, and thirty 
•days are allowed'for the'completion of 
the census,'the number'of daily-re- 
port cards to be examined in the census 
office is somewhere'between 1,000,000 and 
1,500,000, every one of which has to be 
copied by hand upon a series of blank 
tabular statements, of which there is one 
for everj- enumerator. 
These are then 


copied upon a summary statement show- 
ing the amount of work in each super- 
visor's district, and since there is space 
on each blank for recording the work of 
100 enumerators, and only-part ot the 
blanks will be filled, there will be ap- 
proximately 1,000 of these sheets. 


"It is difficult for anyone not familiar 


with the census work to form any idea 
of the vast amount of material to br 
handled in, all of the divisions of the 
office. 
The number of boxes containing 


schedules sent to the enumerators .in ad- 
vance of taking the census was 4,1500, 
and their total weight was estimated at 
:»00 tons. All of this material is return- 
ed to Washington, .where it has to be 
sorted and arranged in ordes by. state? 
and the subdivisions of states upon 
shelving aggregation several miles 
in 


length. 


• 'Vfliere is an invoice of schedules in 
every box received, which has to be certi- 
fied nnd the schedules which do not-re- 
late to population must be counted and 
delivered to the chief statisticians for 
mortality, agriculture and. manufactur- 
ers, and. their, receipts, taken for. the 
same. A separate report has to -be made 
out by each for the 53,000 enumerators,

SPRAYING MIXTURES. 


Bordeaux Mixture, .Ar.enlte of Lime, 


f

Formulas for spraying mixtures have 


been extensively disseminated fro.m 
various sources, yet with the-advent- 
of the spraying season they are always 
more or less In demand. The follow- 
ing directions for three of ^prepara- 
tions. most generally used are after 
Cornell formulae:' 
Bordeaux Mixture.—Copper sulphate , 


(blue vitriol), six' pounds; stone or I 
quick lime, four pounds; water, one 
barrel (4.") to 50 gallons). 


Dissolve the copper sulphate in two 


gallons of hot water, or % put it In a 
coarse sack, as burlap, and hang thU 
in four to ten gallons of cold water. 
Use only an earthen or wooden vessel. 
Pour tin- copper solution 'Into ^the 
spraying barrel and fill the barrel half 
full of water. Slack the lime, dilute 
It to 10'to 15 gallons, never less, and 
pour this milk of lime into the' spray- 
ing barrel through a wire strainer ot 
about 30 to 40 mc»hes per Inch. Add 
water to fill the barrel and stir the 
mixture vigorously. Bordeaux should 
be well.stirred every four-or five .min- 
utes when spraying. Few agitator, 
are satisfactory; a wooden paddle 
worked by hand power Is good. 
Bordeaux 'mixture itnelf . should al- 


ways be made fresh for each applica- 
tion but stock solutions of copper sul- 
phate and lime may be kept to advan- 
ta»e when the spraying operations are 
extensive. 
Copper sulphate may be
